I. The Central Intelligence / gency has reviewed with a great deal of 
interest the proposal of the Department of Defense to offer a degree course in 
Systems Analysis. We, too, find we have e pressing need for personnel trained 
in the techniques of the plannlng-programming-flnanctal management system. 


2. We realize that the course to be started 1 August 1965 Is designed pri- 
marily to offer an additional qualification to military officers and civilians who 
are particularly concerned with systems analysis and fores planning In the 
Department of Defense. However, the Central Intelligence Agency would be most 
grateful if you could find It possible to expand the enrollment and include one or 
two of our settlor career officers la the 1 August 1965 running of the course. We 
feel that selected Cl' personnel could derive * great deal of benefit from such a 
course susl It would be especially advantageous for those engaged in financial 
management who work closely with personnel similarly engaged in the Department 
of Defense. 

3. If you find it possible and convenient to offer the benefit of this course 

to other agencies, we would also like to include two senior career officers in each 
subsequent running of the course. We would, of course, ensure that such can- 
didate a would meet your criteria for selection. We are also prepared to pay 
tuition for Cl personnel accepted by you or underwrite a pro rata cost, which- 
ever is appropriate. 

4. Your consideration of this matter la appreciated. If it is agreeable for 
CIA to name one or two candidates for the 1 / ugust course, our nominations will 
be submitted to you without delay.
